The Conditions of Service Subcommittee of the Insurance 
kets Committee had an interview on September 25th 
with répresentatives of the Ministry of Health, at which 
the tiew draft Regulations were considered.

Future Terms of Service.—At the meeting of the London Panel 
Committee, on mber 23rd, Dr. H. J. Cardate in the chair, 
a discussion took — as to the means to be adopted for con- 
sulting pane! practitioners gei y in the area with r to 
the forthcoming draft reg ns, previous to the erence 
of Local Medical and Panel Committees called by the British 
Medical Association ‘for’ November.27th. It was agreed 
following upon a meeting of the Commuittee in the early part 
October, local meetings of panel practitioners should be -held 
in the various districts, and that another meeting of the Com- 
mittee be held on October 28th to give instructions to its repre- 
sentatives at the Conference in y with the views 
expressed at the local consultations. The question of holding a 
mass meeting of London practitioners was left to the diseretion 
of the chairman; it was understood that this course would be 
taken if the local meetings revealed acute divergences of 
opinion. Representatives were ogpolnee to the ference 
in question, and the Committee nominated Drs. H. G. 
Cowie, H. B. Brackenbury, and C. H. Panting to represent 
Group K, which includes London,'on the Insurance Acts 
Committee. A communication from the Medico-Political 
Union was read, stating that that body to call a 
conference of committees during October to consider remunera- 
tion and range of service, and asking the Committee to ——— 
representatives. It was agreed, without dissent, to e no 
action in the matter. 

Remuneration of Practitioners Committee concurred.in 
a proposal by the Insurance Committee that payment for the 
quarter ending December 31st next should be calculated at the 
rate of 1s. 4d. for each insured person provisionally included in

ments. A motion was adopted requessing the Insurance Acts 
Committee to consider a scheme of deferred payments to prac- 
titioners on the panel as part of the’ iations with the 
Government in regard to the capitation fee for 1920. It was 
explained that the scheme, which was being worked out by a 
specially appointed seetion of the Committee, proposed to make 
some deduction from the capitation fees paid to practitioners, 
with a view to setting up a pension fund.
